General Leman was governor of 
Liege at the outbreak of the war. It 
was his gallant defense of the city 
from the German attack just as the 
drive through Belgium w*as in full 
swing that held up the advance of 
the German troops for several days, 
a delay that the imperial staff had 
not anticipated and which told ma­ 
terially against the Germans in the

General Leman was wounded in 
the fighting and w*as captured Aug­ 
ust 22, 1914. He was held in a Ger­ 
man prison until December, 1917, 
when, because of his ill health, he 
w*as released and made his way out 
of Germany to France by way of 
Switzerland. 
After the Allied vic­ 
tory he accompanied King Albert 
in the official re-entry of the Bel­ 
gians into Liege and was given an 
enthusiastic welcome by the people 
of his home city.

Up to a few* months before the war 
he was head of the Belgian military 
school.

RED CROSS AID 


Washington, 
Oct. 
18.—Thirty 
thousand sufferers from 73 disas­ 
ters which occurred in the United 
States during the last year receiv­ 
e d aid from the Red 
Cross, 
the 
cost of the 
work 
amounting to 
$900,000. 
In reaching KU commun­ 
ities affected by the disasters, the 
Red Cross called into service vir­ 
tually every phase of its activities. 
Preparedness tor disaster allev- 
ia’ed distress and 
prevented 
un­ 
told suffering, said a statement is­ 
sued today from the national head­ 
quarters and based on the forth- 
j coming report of the organization 
! for the year ending last June 30. 
The disasters included nineteen 
tornadoes and cyclones, two hurri 
canes, two cloudbursts, 
one 
hail­ 
storm, one 
landslide, 
two earth­ 
quakes, la fires, 
one 
explosion, 
nine floods, ten 
shipwrecks, 
one 
train wreck, four riots, one motor 
incident and two droughts.

toll of these disasters

people killed, 1,500 injured, 13,000 
made homeless and property worth 
$85,000,000 destroyed.
